TAXATION OF NATIVE OPIUM-EN. 
YUNNAN. 
———- 

The Chinese Times publishes the following ia. 
tsabstract of Pekiny Gazettes :—Ta‘ou Ya-ying, 
-{ Vicvroy of Yaonnau and Kwoichow, prosonts a 
memorial on the taxation of native opium in Yun- 
nan, The momorialist reeontly received a com- 
manication from the Board of Revenne enclosing 
a copy of a memorial by.the Tsung li Yamén and 
desiring hit to report to HisMajoaty whothor any 
opium was prodacod in Yunnan, and, if so, to what 
taxationit was subjected. He thereupon instruct. 
ed tho provincial treasurer and the Likiu Board to 
make tho required enquiries without loss of time, 
According’ to the informativn, thoy have now 
fornished to him, the opium’ grown in Yonnan 
comos principally-from the parts of the provincs 
inhabited by aborigines, It is also onltivated in 
roveral of the Chineso districts; but on account 
of the prohibitions in force this is ouly done 
surreptitiously and to 8 limited extent. Yun- 
nan opium is suid to be inferior to the foreign 
drag in quality, It fetch bnt-a low price, and 
the profits on it aro amall, though the ost of 
production is heavy... .It..ovust, be_exported to 
Canton or Szechnan and mixed with foreign opium 
hofore purchaser for it can be found. As tho 
existance of. such opium is kaown, /ikin hus to bo 
collected on it in accordance with the rules for 
tho taxation of opiam. This has hitherto bean 
dono by the gonoral likin officas, tha smallness of 
the-receipty not warranting the ‘institution of. 
special barriors. Under these circamétances'the 
Provincial Treasnrer and the Likin Board do 
not recommend the institution of a separate likin 
office with «view to increasing the taxation on 
native opium. The memorialist having made 
enquiries is able to vouch for tho correctnens of 
these foots, which he humbly lays before Iie 
Majesty. —-Autorraph Rescript; Letthe yamti 
‘vonovrned tuke note.
